Claims 1-11 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest any of the embodiments as specifically set forth in 
the claims. 

The invention described in independent claim 1 relates to an UV-curable resin 
composition for cladding optical fiber. 

Document Dl discloses a photocurable resin composition and a method for producing the 
same. D2 discloses a resin composition and a coating agent. D3 discloses a photocurable 
resin composition and coating material for optical fiber. 

Comparing claim 1 with D1-D3, the subject matter of this claim differs from the 
teachings of D1-D3 in that a clad resin composition for optical fiber includes a 
photopolymer izable acrylate derived from a mixture composed of a polyol copolymer, an 
acid anhydride, a (meth)acrylate alcohol, a condensation catalyst and a polymerization 
inhibitor. According to the present invention, the UV-curable resin composition has a 
refractive index in the range of 1.35 to 1.46 and exhibits lower optical loss than an 
urethane acrylate oligomer based composition. 

Therefore, the subject matter of independent claim 1 is considered to be novel and to 
involve an inventive step; consequently, the subject matter of dependent claims 2-11 is 
also novel and inventive. 

Claims 1-11 meet the criteria of PCT Article 33(4), IA, because the invention is 
industrially applicable. 
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
